DUNLAP TELLS 


Agriculture Secretary 
Is Speaker at Rural 
Outing.

LANCASTER, O.. Aug. " -A s s is t 
int Secretary of Agriculture Roil 
'ck W. Dunlap emphatically denle l 
it a farm er's picnic here today that 
•all farmers are humping along the 
bare rim of bankruptcy.” 
A harsh indictment of tile critical 
of the federal farm board also was 
ssued by Dunlap. 
He denounced 
(hoe© speculative Interests who, lie 
said, "have 
apparently convince,! 
some farmers that the farm hoard 
is their enemy.” 
In an attem pt to point tho way 
lo better times, Dunlap told hie lis­ 
teners that “agriculture wants bald­ 
ness to prosper and business wants 
agriculture to 
prosper” 
and th it 
we cannot get out of the depres­ 
sion by fighting each other.” 
He denied frequent declarations 
.hat wheat is the index drop and 
that the fall in the price of wheat 
'in Ohio is certain to bring disaster 
I to Ohio agriculture. 
Hen More Important 
"Tile hen is more important b y 1 
I half than w heat, and tile old cow, 
never in politics 
extensively, is 
more than twice as important a s 1 
! wheat," he asserted. 
"W e have been led to believe that 
wheat is the staff of life, and that 
around wheat centers the prosper­ 
ity of agriculture. While this may 
nave been true at one time, it is 
far from being true today, as wheat 
actually constitutes hut six per cent 
of the annual 
average gross in­ 
come of farm ers 
of the United 
States. 
"If wheat were to be abandoned 
altogether, a sizable dent would be 
m ade in American agriculture, and 
much distress would follow, but the 
.arm industry certainly would not 
be wrecked, except in the one-crop 
wheat areas." 
Hope for tile Ohio farm er was 
seen by Dunlap in corn. "Corn is 
Ohio’© greatest single crop. 
We 
muet not let wheat dominate our 
thought*. Admitting, as we must, 
that Hie western farm er can grow 
wheat at a lower cost than we can 
glow it here in Ohio, we may as 
well become reconciled to this fact 
and uiljust our farming to meet this 
uew competition in our own court- 
,ry." 
Throughout that part of his diR- 
nssion lie attem pted to emphasize 
that •‘there is too much wheat to­ 
day in tho world.” 
Assails W heat Storage 
Assailing t h o s e fur in era und poli­ 
ticians who have 
demanded that 
the farm hoard remove its 200,000,- 
OOO bushel* of surplus wheat from 
the market, Dunlap predicted that 
such action 
would not raise the* 
wheat price five cents a bushel. 
•"These 200,OOO,OOO bushel* arc 
not nearly so depressing a factor on 
the m arket as the activity of cer­ 
tain short ©ellers, and the persist­ 
ence with which that section of the 
farm hoard-hostile press wails and 
gnashes its teeth about the plignt i 
of til© farmer. 
"Sufficient proof of that is to lie j 
found in the fact that wheat prices j 
failed to respond ta the contagious I 
encouraging news of Mr. Hoover’s ■ 
plan for a moratorium on intergov- 
elem ental war debts,” lie said. 
Calling the plan for storing wheat 
owned by 
the hoard a ridiculous 
one, Dunlap declared that "‘lf the J 
stabllzation corporation was to hold 
its wheat 
for slightly I e s * than 
three year* tile storage costs would 
exceed tile value of the wheat. I see! 
no wise and Helpful solution to the 
present wheat problem other than 
that adopted by the farm hoard." 
Dunlap said 
he felt convinced 
that the plight of tile farm er Is far 
less discouraging than it Is pictur­ 
ed. 
Farm er Not Doomed 
"Tile had news—the impression 
that practically 
all farm ers are 
bumping along on the bare rim of 
[bankruptcy—” has been so exten­ 
sively circulated 
that practically
